A series of bu rglaries, of greater 
.^p rop ortions 'than hav e been p erp e­ 
trated ¡here for sev eral months, were 
carried on in the northern p art of the 
-city late last night and this moning 
with little and v aried su ccess. 
At 
least fiv e hou ses, as far as can be 
learned were 
entered, the 
robbers 
making sanall 
hau ls. 
From 
:that 
end of the city come rep orts of many 
•different attemp ts, many failu res and 
many su ccessfu l robberies. 
In one 
bou se sev eral dollars were stolen, in 
sev eral others large su ms of money 
were ov erlooked, while in one home, 
the bold robbers sat down and p ar­ 
took of a meal which consisted of 
abou t ev ery thing 
eatable 
in 
the 
hou se. It is believ ed by residents in 
that district that ithe same robber or 
robbers did all of the work, since it 
was all in the same v icinity . 
From all 
that the 
p olice 
hav e 
learned and 
from all that 
can be 
gleaned from thiat neighborhood, the 
robbers made the most 
su ccessfu l 
hau l at Mort Conner’s home at the 
corner of Tenth and Harrison streets. 
There they obtained eight dollars in 
money t and 
abou t all of the men’s 
clothes which they cou ld find. 
The 
members of the family did not dis­ 
cov er the theft u ntil this morning. 
Then they fou nd that the robbers had 
help ed themselv es 
liberally to the 
dining table, eating abou t ev ery thing 
that was left from the ev ening meal. 
The thiev es broke into the Harry 
Lu cas home at 1010 North Horrison 
street which is in the same neighbor­ 
hood. 
They stole fifty cents bu t did 
not distu rb mu ch else in the hou se. 
They ov erlooked a larger q u antity of 
money at another p lace in the hou se. 
It seems ev ident to the family that 
they * did not 
make a v ery carefu l 
search. 
^ rrom Conner’s hou se the bu rglars 
were traced to the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Clay Owens, near 
there, the 
p rints of their greasy hands being 
fou nd on the window sill. When they 
raised the window and the screen at 
the Owen’s home, Mrs. Owens was 
awakened and went down stairs to 
learn the cau se of the noise. 
She 
saw the raised window and the form 
of a man ou tside, ju st ready to climb 
in. 
She shou ted to him “Pu ll down 
that screen and get awav from here.” 
The bu rglar was a v ery obedient one 
and left immediately . 
Later today , it was 
learned that 
thiev es had also attemp ted to enter 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Elisha 
Williams at the comer of Tenth and 
Arthu r streets. 
There they 
were 
frightened away by Mr. Williams be­ 
fore they got throu gh the window. 
They broke into the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. John 
Williams in 
West 
Ninth street near the Big Fou r rail­ 
road 'and the bu rglary was not dis­ 
cov ered u ntil this morning. 
There 
they stole 
nothing bu t 
one cent, 
which was left lay ing on a table. So 
far the members of the family hav e 
missed nothing else.

Mr. Robbins was 
assistant

18 6 5 , and saw activ e serv ice in the 
war of the rebellion. 
The local men 
belonged to 'his div ision and for that 
reason attended the fu neral. 
Mr. Robbins was bom in the sou th­ 
western p art of Ru sh cou nty , near 
Moscow, March 30, 18 39. 
He was 
reared here and was gradu ated from 
what is now Bu tler College in 18 6 0 
and began the p ractice of law the 
following y ear. 
He mov ed to Iowa 
after the war and p racticed law, bu t 
remained only a short time, retu rn­ 
ing to Indiana, where he engaged in 
the hardware 
bu siness in 
Greens- 
bu rg. In 18 7 5 he mov ed to Indiana­ 
p olis and became a manu factu rer of 
v ehicle bodies, a bu siness he continu ­ 
ed in u ntil his death. He was su p er­ 
intendent of p olice of Indianap olis 
in 18 8 2, bu t resigned. His body was 
bu ried in Greensbu rg y esterday a f­ 
ternoon.

Rising to great and su p erb heights 
of oratory at times and again ap ­ 
p ealing to the p ractical side of man’s 
natu re, Seaborn 
Wright, a stau nch 
Georgia Democrat, according to his 
own 
declaration, 
and 
ex -senator 
from the saloonless State,p resented 
the liq u or q u estion in a new and far 
different light y esterday afternoon 
at the Men’s Big Meeting, held at the 
Main Street Christian chu rch. It was 
so ex traordinary , so u niq u e, so sin­ 
gu lar, so mu ch in v ariance with 'any * 
argu ment ev er heard agaihst the sa­ 
loon here, that it took the au dience 
of sev eral hu ndred men by storm. He 
carried them far abov e the ordinary 
trend of affairs, seldom resorting to 
sentiment, only a few times descend­ 
ing to sordid figu res, bu t u sing com­ 
mon sense and p u tting it in words 
that mean “horse sense,” he logical­ 
ly reasoned with the au dience of men 
u ntil they were loath to 
beliv e his 
way . Briefly 'he p laced 
the saloon 
q u estion before Ru shv ille men in a 
logical manner and left them to do 
their own thinking; 
to draw their 
own conclu sions. 
Mr. Wright first emp hasized the 
fact that the 
great 
battle in 
the 
liq u or q u estion is not the warfare 
against the dru nkard, the man who 
wallows in the gu tter, bu t rather 
against the brewer. He attemp ted to 
draw a fine 
discrimination, 
as to

abou t the arms and face. 
Dr. Lamp ton of Milroy was called 
and assisted in dressing the 
bu rns. 
He notified Dr. Henry of Greensbu rg, 
who came a t once. 
Mrs. Ilemey ’s 
condition was considered so seriou s 
that it was thou ght best to take her 
to a hosp ital. 
Mrs. Herney was hu rried to Indi­ 
anap olis by way of Greensbu rg and 
p laced in the 
Methodist 
hosp ital. 
Little hop e is ex p ressed for her re­ 
cov ery , as abou t 8 0 p er cent of her 
body was bu rned. 
The p hy sicians ex p lain her seriou s 
condition to the fact that nearly all 
of the su rface of her body was bu rn­ 
ed, this being more dangerou s than a 
deep bu rn. 
Word from Indianap olis this after­ 
noon stated that 
she had a 
v ery 
small chance of recov ery and if she 
did wou ld be disfigu red for life bu t 
the chances are 
decidedly 
against 
her. 
Mr. and Mrs. Herney liv e on the 
Virgil Henry farm 
and are 
well 
known in that section of the Cou nt v .

“I am against the saloon becau se 
it has no moral v alu e.

tolerates it. I am against the saloon 
becau se

breaker 
and teaches men so to do; becau se 
it is u nconltrolable either by the laws 
of God, man or the dev il. 
I am 
op p osed to the saloon becau se of its 
fru it. It is the sou rce of ninety p er 
cent. 
of 
the 
crimes 
committed 
against society and the law. 
In its 
absence there is far less ev il com­ 
mitted against God, trie law of the 
land and the p oor help less women 
who are wiv es 
and 
mothers 
and 
children who are sons and dau ghters

of these who drink. 


“Some think a blind 
tiger more 
corru p t than a licensed saloon bu t 
to license ev il does not lessen the sin 


of it. I wou ld rather be met only oc­ 
casionally by a blind tiger than to 
hav e' a licensed one confronting me 
on ev ery corner. It I had to choose 
for a fight between the two, I wou ld 
choose the blind one ev ery time, be­ 
cau se it is not so likely to get my 
boy . 
“Then I am against the saloon be­ 
cau se it has no economic v alu e. 
It 
costs more to take care of it than it 
retu rns in dollars and cents. It liv es 
off the life blood of the p oor and in­ 
nocent women and children for ‘The 
dru nkard shall come to p ov erty .’ It 
makes dru nkards and breeds p ov ­ 
erty . 
It is claimed that the money 
for license is u sed for civ ic imp rov e­ 
ments, bu t I ask which is worth more 
the asp halt p av ements and the like 
or the p eop le who walk on them. How 
mu ch p av ement is y ou r boy worth?

It 
is time to stop theorizing and begin 
the p ractical fight.

MAN POO THEFT 


Police Hold George G. Bennett For 


Stealing $529 on Information 


From Charleston, W. Va. 


A W A IT S D E T E C T IV E S A R R IV A L 


Did Not Demand Habeas Corpus Pro­ 


ceedings This Afternoon— May 


Need Requisition Papers. 


George G. Bennett of this city was 
arrested y esterdaay afternoon on a 
charge of grand larceny , 
p referred 
by au thorities of Charleston, West 
Virginia, for the theft of $5 29 and is 
now in the cou nty jail awaiting trie 
arriv al of detectiv es from Charles­ 
ton to retu rn him to answer to the 
charge. 
There is an air of my stery 
abou t the details of the alleged crime 
since Bennett is silent and will not 
talk. 
It was ex p ected 'that he wou ld 
go before the cou rt this afternoon 
and demand release u nder the habeas 
corp u s, bu t u p u ntil a late hou r he 
had not ap p eared before Ju dge Blair. 
Little or nothing in fact is known 
abou t the alleged felony . 
As soon 
as Bennett was arrested, he emp loy ed 
cou nsel and refu sed to talk. He will 
not ex p lain why he is wanted and is 
said to hav e declared that he is not 
gu ilty and that the p olice hav e the 
wrong man. 
It was rep orted here 
y esterday ev ening that Bennett hiad 
gained the confidence of a woman in 
Charleston and had''stolen $5 29 from 
her, bu t Sheriff Bob ou t say s that he 
has not been told any of the cir­ 
cu mstances by the West 
Virginia 
officers. 
The au thorities here ex p ected that 
the Charleston 
p olice 
wou ld send 
word that they wou ld be here by to­ 
morrow, bu t so far nothing definite 
abou t their p lans is known. 
They 
telegrap hed this morning, asking if 
Bennett wou ld go back to West Vir­ 
ginia 
withou t 
req u isition 
p ap ers. 
The sheriff cou ld not get any straight 
declaration from Bennett whether he 
wou ld or wou ld not and lie was in a 
q u andary as to what he shou ld tele­ 
grap h back to the p olice theri*. 
It was 
ex p ected 
that 
Bennett 
wou ld ap p ear with his attorney be­ 
fore the cou rt this afternoon and de­ 
mand release u nder the habeas cor­ 
p u s act, which p rov ides that a mar 
shall not be held on su sp icion more 
than 'twenty -fou r hou rs. 
It is said 
that if Bennett went before the cou rt 
and p rov ed to his satisfaction that 
the crime was not of su ch a, seriou s 
natu re that it was necessary to hold 
him, he wou ld be released.

Tiny hearts inclosed in en­ 
velopes bearing the hour and date 
with “ Thimbles” in one corner invi­ 
ted 12 guests to spend the hours be­ 
tween 2 and 5 with a hostess noted 
for her many and varied entertain­ 
ments. After an hour with a fortune 
teller who foretold the best of futures, 
■with every maiden wedded to the man 
of her fondest dreams, the 
hostess 
gave each one a white Swiss heart- 
s'haped apron W’ith instructions to see 
who was the swiftest sewer offering a 
prize to the one who finished first. 
This reward was a large heart-shaped 
box filled with eh oca late heart pep­ 
permints. Delicious chocolate was 
passed at 4 o’clock, with a “ fortune” 
cake which contained a ring, a coin, a 
horseshoe and a thimble. It is a novel 
idea to announce an engagement at a 
party of 'this 
kind. 
The 
postman ^ 4 
could deliver a letter 
bearing 
the 
news, signed by Cupid. 
For a party for children have let­ 
ter box in the hall and provide plenty 
of lace paper envelopes. On the invi­ 
tations, which are decorated with gilt 
hearts, write this verse: 


Cupid will distribute letters 
On St. Valentine’s night; 
Love has bound y ou in his fetteTS, 
Come and loose the seal that night. 


It might me interesting to tell the 
y oung guests that a lady in Massa- 
chusettes introduced the valentine in­ 
to America in 1850. Her business at­ 
tained enormous proportions and now 
the making of valentines gives em­ 
ploy ment to many people.

bits of colored and lace papiers, water 
colors, pictures and all sorts of ma­ 
terial from which to construct valen­ 
tines.

nobody 
mows what we are doing. 
The big­ 
gest toward in earth could vote. Af­ 
ter voting comes, the time for cour­ 
age to stand up for y our convic­ 
tions. 
“In the agitation two y ears ago, 
sixty -nine counties were voted ‘dry ’ 
and only 12 ‘w et’ 
The total ‘dry 1 
majority in Indiana was over 73,000 
votes. 
Then the vital question is to 
enforce the law. 
The blind ‘tiger is 
not blind. 
It’s the official who is 
blind. 
It takes real courage to say 
y ou shall obey the law. 
That’s the 
kind of manhood we want. We must 
rave public sentiment in this fight. 
The Legislature could give us State 
wide prohibition. 
It would be good 
if it were enforced but if not, it 
would be a farce. 
But we must have public senti­ 
ment. The biggest warship ever built 
would be harmless, were it not for 
the gunpowder. So it is, unless laws 
are backed up by gunpowder of pub­ 
lic sentiment., they are useless. Wo­ 
men ean create sentiment. 
There 
isn’t any influence on earth like a 
woman’s to move things toward God. 
In 'the civil war, women didn’t fight, 
but woman’s pen 
hurled the army 
southward by stirring up sentiment. 
In the same manner, temperance sen­ 
timent may be stirred by women. 
Don’t spend y our time in lamenting 
the fact that y ou can’t vote. 
I be­ 
lieve the time is coming, but don’t 
sit down and wait, use y our influence 
in the right direction. 
It will take a 
vast amount of courage to combat 
this liquor question. 
It’s the great 
curse of the life of Jesus Christ, the 
lack of 
courage in our 
manhood. 
There are many y oung men in the 
Reformatory who come from Chris­ 
tian homes. 
The Sunday school boy 
wants 'to be ia hero and not a sissy . 
The y oung man wants danger. 
We 
need the spirit of 
heroism in the 
chureh. 
We can never destroy the 
evil without sacrifice. 
Don’t be too 
nice about religious questions and be 
afraid to get out in the real turmoil 
of this old grimy world. 
You may 
come out of the fray a little soiled, 
but y ou have done something worth 
while. 
Most potent is the influence 
of women in this connection. 
“I hops this audience of women 
Will be so active in this cause that 
they will inspire the manhood of this 
town, so that they will vote on Feb­ 
ruary 28, to stive the city from the 
clutches of this vast evil.” 
Mrs. A. W. Jamieson, wife of the 
pastor of the church, 
made a few 
brief remarks at the close of the ad­ 
dress, urging the women of the city 
t<> be united in the effort to stamp 
out the saloons, even though they 
differ in opinion, she asserted that 
they should all work for a common 
cause, a common good. 
Mrs. Ida Spurrier McDaniel » and 
Miss Florence Frazee 
both 
sang 
beautiful solos at the beginning of 
the meeting. They were heartily ap­ 
plauded. Pray es were made by Miss 
Sadie Williams and Mrs. Jamieson.

that. 
How’s the profit? Who gets the imn- 
ey ? 
Does it stay here in Rushville ? 
That profit of eight » hundred per cent, 
where does it (all go? 
Did the one 
hundred thousand dollars which was 
spent here annually for liquor enrich 
our town any ? Where did it go? It 
went to enrich the coffers of the big 
corporations, the brewers in Cincin­ 
nati, Indanapolis and Chicago.” 
The 
ex-senator 
alluded to 
the 
Democratic Legislature, which pass­ 
ed the Proctor bill (and virtually re­ 
pealed the county local option law as 
“a rotten aggregation of politicians 
who had taken the greatest little law 
ever written off of the statutes of 
the State of Indiana.” 
“I spoke in Michigan two y ears 
ago, when they were preparing for 
option elections,” he continued. 
“I 
f(.flowed two or three brewery ' agents 
around and then began. 
The morn­ 
ing after the elections I was in Cin­ 
cinnati and read in the Enquirer in 
startling headlines ‘Cincinnati loses 
$2,000,000.’ 
Well, I thought 
that 
strange (and I read on further to find 
tha t''the presiden t of some commer­ 
cial body had said that Cincinnati 
had lost $2,000,000 worth of business 
when nineteen out of twenty coun­ 
ties in Michigan went ‘dry .’ 
While 
I was riding through 
‘Blue 
Grass’ 
State and the good Kentucky sun­ 
light was flowing through the win­ 
dow. I thought if 
Cincinnati lost 
$2,000,000. when nineteen Michigan 
counties went ‘drv,’ how much did 
she lose when Dixie went over on the 
Prohibition ledger.” 
, 
During the course of his speech. 
Senator Wright snid with srnne heat, 
“I am a Democrat, from head to foot, 
bul 1 am not allied with this Indiana­ 
polis and Chicago aggregation. 
The 
South piled up more electoral votes 


at the last presidential election than 
all the North and I will venture to 
say that they will lose the South 
completely if they continue in the 
present path.” 
He said “I object to such an indi­ 
rect sy stem of taxation. 
The busi­ 
ness man say s ‘but, look at the taxes 
which the saloons bring in,’ » and I ask 
him who pay s the taxes; 
who runs 
the saloon; who furnishes the money 
to operate it? 
You do, my r friend, 
y ou who spend y our money 
there. 
Why spend that money in the saloon, 
when eight hundred per cent of it 
goes to foreign brewers, merely to 
get a small paltry amount of taxes. 
Why not keep all of the money at 
home and every body pay the taxes? 
I do not favor trusts, but when the 
steel or 
standard oil 
trust raises 
their price one-tenth cf a per cent, 
some cheap politician runs about the 
country and cries for the people to 
be delivered from the bondage of the 
trust. 
But do 
they 
utter a word 
against the liquor traffic, which takes 
eight hundred per cent of the profits 
from y our town and leaves only five 
per cent in taxes? 
No.”

Concerned Cv er the Situation Which 
Confronta Measures For Which the 
Administration Stands Sponsor, the 
Chief Ex ecutiv e and Majority Lead­ 
ers Hav e Called a Caucus For Pur­ 
pose of Outlining Plans For Action. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 13.—At the re­ 
q uest of G ov ernor M arshall the Demo­ 
crats of the house and senate will cau­ 
cus tonight to outline plans for enact­ 
ing legislation to fulfill party platform 
pledges. T he gov ernor and other lead­ 
ers are concerned ov er the situation, 
because only one platform pledge has 
been enacted Into law. The decks will 
be cleared so the Im portant bills will 
hav e the rig ht of -way. 
The house to­ 
day took up the w orkm an’s com pensa­ 
tion act. 
The house judiciary com m ittee has 
m ade a m ajority report in fav or of 
Senator P roctor’s bill, lim iting foreign 
corporations to the sam e priv ileèes 
dom estic corporations of like charac­ 
te r enjoy in Indiana. 
An Administration Bill. 
This is the bill Introduced by Sena­ 
to r P roctor upon req uest of the gov ­ 
ernor, which is designed to lim it for­ 
eign corporations to the rights of sim ­ 
ila r corporations organized in Indiana. 
It also prov ides that no foreign corpor­ 
ation shall exercise any rights in In­ 
diana it does not enjoy in the state in 
which it was organized. 
The com m ittee's m ajority report for 
the bill was signed by R epresentativ es 
Racey, M errim an. B ranam an, Smith, 
Spencer and Sunkel, all Dem ocrats. 
T he three Republican m em bers, Rep­ 
resentativ es W hite, Clark and Finley, 
presented a m inority report to kill the 
bill. 
B ecause the bill was rushed through 
the senate in haste and because Sena­ 
to r P roctor was unable to explain the 
m erit of the m easure or in w hat par­ 
ticu lar the sta te of 
Indiana would 
profit by the enactm ent of the law', nu­ 
m erous senators q uestioned the pro­ 
priety of passing the bill to the house 
w ithout being able to giv e sufficient 
reasons for concurrence by the house. 
It is generally known tha t the bill was 
drafted at the suggestion of G ov ernor j 
M arshall, but the gov ernor asserts 
tha t the bill is designed to enact into 
statu to ry law w hat is already either 
the common or statu to ry law. 


Lawy ers Discuss the Bill. 
M any law yers at the statehouse who 
w ere discussing the bill declared that 
the second section, which is the one 
about which m ost of the m ystery has 
centered, is already a part of the com­ 
mon law. 
The second section pro­ 
v ides that a foreign corporation doing 
business in Indiana m ay not exercise 
any m ore power in this sta te than in 
the sta te of its origin. 
The doctrine 
of u ltra v ires would prev ent a corpor­ 
ation from exercising any m ore power 
in a foreign state than in the state of 
its origin, it is contended, but it is said 
tha t the state alone may be a party to 
a suit to test the nature of the power 
exercised by a foreign corporation ul­ 
tra v ires, w hile a priv ate citizen m ight 
contest the operation of the sam e cor­ 
poration acting in v iolation of the sta t­ 
utory law. 
\ 
G ov ernor M arshall said that there is 
no “E thiopian in the wood pile” or 
anyw here else. 
He said the bill was 
suggested to him in a conv ersation 
w ith som e law yers. 
The gov ernor 
said he did not know of any corpora­ 
tion tha t would be affected by the bill, 
Told hi a Few W ords. 
The foreign corporations bill intro­ 
duced by Senator P roctor is brief: 
Sec. 1. Re it enacted by the general 
assem bly of the sta te of Indiana that 
no corporation organized in any other 
state shall hav e or exercise any pow­ 
er. authority or priv ilege in this state 
w hich is not possessed by corporations 
of the sam e class organized in this 
state. 
Sec. 2. No corporation shall hav e or 
exercise anv power, authority or priv ­ 
ilege in th’s state which it does not 
hav e in the state in which it is incor­ 
porated. and such corporation is here­ 
by expressly prohibited from doing 
anything in this state which it m ight 
not lawfully do in the sta te of Its in­ 
corporation. 
The m ystery connected with the bill 
m ay be attributed to Senator P roctor’s 
Inability to explain w hat was to be ac­ 
com plished by its passage and the 
charge m ade as soon as S enator Brady 
mov ed a reconsideration qf the senate 
v ote tha t a powerful lobby was wrork- 
ing against the bill. 
It was explained by the Republican 
m em bers and a few D em ocratic m em ­ 
bers of the senate tha t the only reason 
for their lining up against the bill was 
the persistence of the “glory seekers" 
to driv e it through to enactm ent w ith­ 
out giv ing any reasons for its passage. 
L ieutenant Gov ernor H all president 
of the senate, will rule today on Sena­ 
to r B rady’s motion for a reconsidera­ 
tion. 
The bill is now in the hands of 
the house com m ittee on corporations, 
of which R epresentativ e W. S. Racey 
Is chairman. Mr. Racey has declared 
that he will not return the bill to the 
senate, whatev er may be the ruling of 
the lieutenant gov ernor on the Brady 
m otion.

Pov erty Some Day to Be as Obsolete 
as Slav ery . 
Baltim ore, Feb. 13.— Dr. J. H. Hol­ 
lander, professor of economics of the 
Johns H opkins univ ersity, predicted 
tha t a day will come w'hen pov erty will 
be as obsolete as salv ery, in an ad­ 
dress at the annual m eeting of the 
H ebrew 
B enev olent 
society. 
This 
•pinion, he said, he based upon liis 
historical studies and his personal in­ 
v estigation of charitable m ethods in 
v ogue today. 
He insisted that the 
m odern world is wrong in believ ing 
tha t pov erty is inev itable, ju st as the 
ancient world has been prov ed w'rong 
In assum ing tha t slav ery was inev ita­ 
ble. 
“W e hav e growm to look on pov erty 
as a perm anent condition.” he said, 
“but there was a tim e when slav ery' 
was regarded as a necessary condition. 
Ev en Plato, in his v ision of an ideal 
com m onwealth, 
included 
slav ery. 
1 
believ e som e day the fututre genera­ 
tions will look back on the pov erty of 
our day in the sam e astonishm ent wre 
feel in contem plating slav ery. 
The 
philosophy of history points in this 
direction.” 
The effort now' being m ade to get at 
the causes of pov erty, he said, is in the 
right direction a 1 will lead to a solu­ 
tion of the whole problem . 
So deep 
was the im pression m ade by his pre­ 
diction tha t he was asked after the 
m eeting if he had been m isunderstood. 
“No,” he replied. 
“I believ e that 
the m odern world will see the end of 
pov erty.”

There Are Numerous Av ailable Candi­ 
dates For Place So Ably Filled by 
Lamented Philadelphian, but Indica­ 
tions Seem to Point to Probability cf 
Selection of Mgr. Kennedy , Rector 
of the American College at Rome. 


New 
York, 
Feb. 
13. — Im portant 
changes in the 
gov ernm ent of the 
Catholic church in A m erica are made 
inev itable by the death of Archbishop 
Ryan, wrho passed aw ay at his home in 
Philadelphia Saturday ev ening. T here 
will be a strong riv alry for the throne 
he has v acated, and if the precedent 
established in his case and at a later 
day followed in the prom otion of Bish­ 
op Quigley from the see of Buffalo 
to the archdiocese of Chicago, is to be 
followed in this instance, the conten­ 
tion will be keen. 
The priests of the archdiocese of 
P hiladelphia may be expected to m ake 
a strong plea for the prom otion of a 
Philadelphian, one of the bishops of 
tha t prov ince, or, as is m ore likely, 
Mgr. Kennedy, rector of the N orth 
A m erican college at Rome. Mgr. K en­ 
nedy is a bishop of the church, hav ing 
been elev ated to tha t dignity by the 
present pontiff. His titu lar see is that 
of A drianapolis. Mgr. K ennedy is now 
in Philadelphia, hav ing come to this 
country on a v isit to his parents. 
He 
w as to hav e sailed a week ago, but de­ 
layed his retu rn w hen it was ev ident 
A rchbishop Ryan could not liv e much 
longer. 
He is a m em ber of the arch­ 
diocese of Philadelphia and is popular 
w ith the clergy. 
A ccording to the laws of the church, 
Auxiliary Bishop P rendergast becomes 
the adm inistrator of the archdiocese 
pending the appointm ent of a succes­ 
sor. It is understood tha t Bishop Pren- 
dergast, who is well adv anced in years, 
has no desire to be prom oted. 
His 
health has been indifferent for a num 
ber of years. 
T here probably will be 
a 
three-cornered 
contention; 
the 
priests will select three nom inees, the 
bishops of the prov ince three, and in 
the end the archbishops of the coun­ 
try may be inv ited by the holy father 
to express an opinion. 
It is the gen­ 
eral opiaiim tha t Mgr. Kennedy will 
be the first choice of the priests. 
He 
will hav e the support of the archbish­ 
ops. 
If a bishop of the prov ince of 
Philadelphia is preferred the choice 
will be am ong Bishops Fitzm aurice of 
E rie, Shanahan of H arrisburg and Gar­ 
v ey of Altoona. 
Many of the archbishops may be ex­ 
pected to fav or the prom otion of some 
prelate entitrely disassociated 
with 
the prov ince of Philadelphia. 
T here 
are som e prelates who would not be 
inclined to put any straw s in the way 
of their selection for this im portant of­ 
fice. 
Some of them would be persona 
grata to the priests of Philadelphia, 
but not all of them . Among those m en­ 
tioned are the two form er rectors of 
the Catholic univ ersity—Bishop Con 
aty, or the present coadjutor of San 
Francisco, Dr. O’Connell. 
The latter 
■was appointed coadjutor with the right 
of succession in the ev ent of the death 
of A rchbishop Riordan. who also has 
been ailing for a long time. A rchbish 
op Ryan waB in a sim ilar place at the 
tim e he was tran sferred to Philadel­ 
phia. He was coadjutor to Archbishop 
K enrick with the right of succession. 
aniT that prelate was m ost anxious that 
his energetic assistan t should take his 
place. 
But Rome had other 9‘ plans. 
Bishop O’Gorman of Sioux Falls and 
Bishop K eane of Cheyenne, Wyo., are 
likely to be considered. 
The death of Archbishop R yan has 
remov ed a form idable factor in the 
creation of an o ther A m erican m em ber 
of the sacred college. 
The dead prel­ 
ate was always thought to hav e had an 
ev en chance with the archbishop of 
St. 
Paul, and Cardinal 
Gibbons is 
known to hav e dev otedly urged the 
nom ination of the Philadelphian. 
He 
was said to hav e been the cardinal’s 
choice if there should be another in 
this country. 
His death clears in a 
m easure a situation tha t is known to 
hav e giv en m uch concern; and it un­ 
doubtedly will 
rev iv e activ ity both 
here and abroad in the m atter of a sec­ 
ond A m erican.m em ber of the college.

With !the black team of 
horses, 
which belong to Davis Brothers, ran 
away, while hitched to George C. 
W yatt & Company’s black hearse, 
and ran into a w ater plug in North 
Morgan street near the First Presby­ 
terian church early yesterday m orn­ 
ing, the w ater works system of the 
city was crippled fo r the greater part 
of the day. 
The team broke loose 
from the hearse and ran on to the 
bam . As soon as the plug was brok­ 
en off, it was necessary to turn the 
w ater off all over the city while the 
repair was being made. 
George C. 
W yatt was slightly injured in a t­ 
tempting to catch the 'horses. 
Marshall Buell drove the team up 
to the W yatt 
establishment 
early 
yesterday morning, preparatory to 
go to Gowdy to get the body of H ir­ 
am W ard and bring it to Bast Hill 
cemetery for burial. 
While Mr. W y­ 
a tt and Mr. Buell were pushing the 
coffin into the hearse, 
the horses 


frightened and started to run, ju st as 
the men closed the back door of the 
funeral carriage. 
Mr. W yatt ran to­ 
ward lithe horses to stop them and 
stumbled (and fell. 
His face struck 
the ground, causing him a very pain­ 
ful injury. A small bone in his cheek, 
ju st below his left eye, was broken. 
The horses ran west in Third street 
to Morgan and turned south. 
N ear 
the alley, by reason of Hic fa c t that 
one bores wanted to run away and 
the other held back, the team was 
turned up on to the sidewalk and the 
hearse struck a water plug such a 
blow that it was broken squarely off. 
The impact caused one of the single­ 
trees, a pair of traces and the collar- 
hulders to break, (allowing the/horses 
to go cm free. 
The hearse was dam ­ 
aged to the extent of about one hun­ 
dred dollars. 
One wheel was broken, 
tile front axle bad Iv wrenched and 
one lamp broken. 


The w ater was shut off immediate­ 
ly and the repair made. 
One of the 
fire engines was 
attached to 
the 
mains a t that point and pumped the 
water out while workmen made the 
repair. 
The plug was intact my noon 
and shortly afterw ards the engines 
were pumping w ater into the mains.
